
LETTER FROM THE CHANCELLOR 



Professional Development has played an integral part in 
the two-year system during the 1984-1985 school year. 
Something that was at one time only a thought, became a 
reality!. Through efforts by Governor George Wallace and an 
appropriation by the State Legislature, the two-year system 
developed a program of tremendous magnitude and 
outstanding quality. Education is just beginning to see the 
ramifications of Alabama's quality professional 
development. 

Allocations of professional development funds included a 
three-day workshop for teaching faculty and a three-day 
spring "20-Year Anniversary" workshop for all two-year 
college personnel. 

Allocations for special projects included: 

(a) an Enrollment/Management Conference for all two-year 
college presidents, deans, and business managers; 


(b) inservice programs for the two-year college 
professional associations including the Business 
Managers Association, the Deans of Students 
Association, the Academic Deans Association, the 
Technical Deans Association, and the Presidents 
Association; 

(c) an academic division heads workshop; 

(d) professional development chairpersons workshops, and 

(e) an Air Conditioning/Refrigeration instructors Workshop. 

It has been a good year for professional development in 
the state of Alabama. The State Legislature appropriated the 
funds and the state two-year system developed the 
program to such an extent that Alabama received national 
recognition for its role in professional development. At the 
National institute of Staff Organizational Development 
Conference (NISOD) at the University of Texas, Dr. John 
Johnson, State of Alabama Postsecondary Education, Dr. 
imogene Mixon, Academic Dean at Wallace, Dothan and Dr. 
Larry McCoy, Dean for Student Development, Athens State 
College, presented Alabama’s plan on professional 
development to the more than 700 participants of the 
Seventh Annual National Conference on Teaching Excellence. 
Alabama was by far the leading pioneer in this field and was 
recognized for this outstanding achievement of the two- 
year system. 

We have much to be proud of in this endeavor and the 
opportunity for an even better year has been provided by 
the Governor and the Legislature once again funding 

professional development in 1985-1986. 

By working together and by using the expertise of the 
instructor/staff personnel from the two-year system, 
Alabama will continue to be recognized as the state with a 
vision toward the future. The Governor, the legislature, the 
state board of education and all two-year college personnel, 
must continue to work as a team in providing innovative 
ideas and developing a stronger educational program for 
Alabama students within the two-year system. Let us 
continue to look to the future with a positive attitude and 
an open mind - professional development is one avenue to 
professional growth.

RESOURCE DEVELOPMENT 


During March 10-12 Dr. Linda C. Wilson participated in 
the National Council for Resource Development (NCRD) 
Specialist Training Program, which is designed to serve 
persons who are closely involved in the planning and 
implementation of college development programs for 
two-year postsecondary institutions. The program 
included one week of training at Wilkes community 
College in Wilkesboro, N.C., followed by another week in 

Washington, D.C. 

The underlying philosophy of the resource 
development training program is to prepare participants 
to link institutional needs with available resources. A team 
approach (faculty, staff, administrators, foundation 
board members) in planning, developing and securing 
resources for college development is emphasized. 

Increased competition for funds is requiring greater 
sophistication in fundraising techniques and more 
accountability in utilizing resources. Dr. Wilson will be 
sharing the knowledge she gained as a participant in this 
intensive program to assist development officers in 
Alabama’s two-year colleges in developing a greater 
awareness of the external resources available and 
becoming more astute in obtaining these resources. 


HONEYWELL SPONSORS 

WORKSHOP 



Thirteen air conditioning and refrigeration instructors 
from 12 state two-year technical colleges attended an 
"Effective Pneumatic Comfort Controls” workshop 
sponsored by Honeywell Building Services Division. The 
workshop, held July 8-12 at Bessemer State Technical College, 
represented one of seven Honeywell presentations recently 

made in six states. 

The one-week workshop, conducted by Honeywell 
spokesman Tom Huberty, focused on temperature control 
technology and its application to comfort control and 
energy conservation, understanding pneumatic 
temperature control component devices and how to 
evaluate their operation, select replacement devices and 
improve preventive maintenance were stressed. 
Participants also learned how to use a computer for 
maintenance feedback and problem diagnosis and were 
aiven lesson plans developed by Huberty on pneumatic 
comfort controls that featured measurable goals and 

objectives. 

These increases in technological sophistication in air 
conditioning are creating significant challenges to effective 
instructional programs. This program is one example of 
Alabama's two-year colleges' commitment to students and 

to business and industry. ^

NAMED 


Harold Wade, President of Walker State Technical 
College, has been appointed to serve on the American 
Association of Community and Junior Colleges' 
Commission on Small/Rural Community Colleges which 
consists of eleven other commission members from 
colleges throughout the United States, including North 
Dakota, Arizona, Hawaii, Texas, and others. Wade is the 
only commissioner to be selected from Alabama and is the 
first ever to be selected from this state. 

The purpose of the commission is to advise and assist 
the Board of Directors as they analyze both the 
immediate and long-range concerns of small/rural 
colleges. The group will study the particular problems and 
challenges confronting the small/rural colleges, develop 
advocacy papers, and suggest programs for the 
Association to meet the needs of the institutions. 

Judith Eaton, Chairman of the AACJC Board of Directors, 
sites the commissions’ function as "extremely important 
since these individuals represent the interests and 
concerns of so many of our AACJC member institutions."

IA3C WORKSHOP 

Julie DeBardelaben, coordinator of public information 
Alabama Department of Postsecondary Education, joined 
over 50 public relations practitioners, representing private 
business and industry, nonprofit organizations and state 
agencies, for the Birmingham Chapter of the international 
Association of Business Communicators' (IABC) annual PR 
workshop. The workshop, which was held in Birmingham, 
featured five in-depth presentations--effective 
communications, newsletter production, planning for special 
events, media relations and public speaking techniques. 

Presenters discussed the four-step process of public 
relations programming (research, planning, communication 
and evaluation), the elements of a good newsletter and its 
importance in e. Jblishing a forum for two-way 
communication between management and personnel, ideas 
for planning and implementing special events, the do’s and 
don’t’s of news media relations, and how to develop, 
research, write and deliver a speech or lead a successful 
meeting. 

IABC consists of 123 affiliate chapters located throughout 
the United States, Canada, the United Kingdom and 44 other 
countries. The association is dedicated to the advancement 
of its members and the communication profession through a 
variety of professional services. 

Julie also, attended the 114th annual Alabama Press 
Association (APA) summer convention, which was held at Gulf 
State Park in Gulf Shores, al. 

The convention featured tips by Colorado publisher Ralph 
Hamilton on the importance of humor in journalism, a 
question and answer session with regional U.S. Postal Service 
officials, a workshop on libel presented by APA lawyer Dennis 
Bailey, and a Better Newspaper Contest Awards Banquet.

Debra Dahl, director of fiscal services, Department of 
Postsecondary Education, was awarded a full scholarship 
to attend the 33rd annual College Business Management 
Institute (CBMI), an intensive course of study for college 
business officers and business office personnel. Some 500 
business officers attended the institute and only 10 
scholarships were awarded to participants. Classes were 
held July 28-August 2 at the University of Kentucky. 

CBMI is composed of three sessions of study taken in 
consecutive order for one week each summer. Each week 
of study is devoted to 27 hours of lectures, seminars, 
discussions and conferences. The 1985 session featured 31 
instructors who taught 56 classes on subjects ranging 
from basic lectures for new business office personnel to 
the institutional management of sponsored programs. 


ACT EXPANDS FUNDING 

A one-day wotkshop detailing vocational education 
programs funded under the Carl D. Perkins Vocational Act 
was recently held in Montgomery for state two-year college 
presidents. Workshop speakers included Dr. Tom Terry, 
associate director for technical education; Dr. Linda Wilson, 
executive assistant to the chancellor; and Chancellor Charles 
L. Payne, all of the Department of Postsecondary Education; 
Ann Turnham Smith, vocational education equity specialist; 
and Dr. Ann Wilson, assistant director of Vocational 
Education Services, both of the State Department of 
Education. Five project directors also presented a synopsis of 
their displaced homemaker programs. The 1984 Act renews 
funding for state and national vocational education 
programs through fiscal year 1989 and provides additional 
support for programs designed to eliminate sex bias. Other 
programs funded under the Act will benefit handicapped and 
disadvantaged persons, single parents and homemakers, 
adults in need of training and retraining and incarcerated 
persons.
